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A profile is provided of Illinois community college 
business centers and the activities they conducted under fiscal year 
1987 's $3,730,376 economic development allocation.

, The economic development assistance provided by the community

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REPORT : The j.virpose of this report is to provide a prorile of community 
college b':siness centers and their activities conducted under economic 
development grants during fiscal year 1987. The report also includes data on 
State Community College, v^hich, although it does not receive a separate 
economic development grant, receives funding tlii-ough its regular allocation 
for use in economic development activities. 

Information contained in this report was obtained from reports submitted by 
each district. It is important to note that the data reflect only a portion 
of all job training and economic development activities conducted by Illinois 
public community colleges for two reasons. First, statistics were not 
available on all economic development grant activities at each district. 
Second, economic development activities funded by other sources vere only 
minimally reflected in this report. 



The cornerstone of Illinois community colleges' involvement in economic 
development is a network of business centers/economic development offices 
operated by all of Illinois' 39 districts. The primary purpose of the centers 
is to coordinate customized job training programs for new and existing 
business and industry, tailor-made to meet the businesses' specific needs. 
Another key activity is to provide entrepreneurship assistance to businesses 
through workshops, seminars, and in some cases direct consultation related to 
operating a business. Many community colleges regularly cooperate with other 
area economic development entities, such as local chambers of commerce, 
economic development commit 3ions, local go'^ernments and the TBpartment of 
Commerce and Community Affairs, to assist with the attraction and retention of 
commerce and industry. Many community colleges also are involved in other 
activities as well, such as helping business seek government contracts , 
operating labor-management councils, and assisting with small business 
incubators. 

In fiscal year 1987, the ICCB provided $3,730,376 in economic development 
funds to the 39 community college districts to enable them to operate these 
business centers/economic development offices to provide these business 
training and services and to conduct other economic development activities to 
help create and retain jobs. Fiscal year 1987 was the fourth year of econonc 
development grant funding. During this year, community college economic 
development activities assisted in the creation and retention of 21,815 jobs, 
indicating that the economic development grant has indeed had a significant 
impact on the economy of Illinois and has been a very good investment for the 
state. 
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The primary activities conducted under economic development grants during 
fiscal year 19C7, as sho-vn in Table 1, were entrepreneurship training and 
services for small businesses; customized job training programs for commerce 
and industry; and industrial retention, expansion, and attraction activities. 
Other activities included providing contract procurement assistance to 
businesses, providing training and job search services to unemployed persons, 
assisting with small business incubators, and miscellaneous economic 
development activities. m conducting these activities, the community 
colleges cooperated with key economic development groups on a regular basis.

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Table 2 provides information on the impact of each economic development 
activity in contributing to the creation and retention of jobs in the local 
community. The colleges reported that activities carried out as a result of 
the ICCB economic development grant funds assisted in the creation or 
retention of 21,815 jobs. This is a significant increase from the creation 
and retentior. of ^7,725 jobs in fiscal year 1986 and 9,800 jobs in fiscal year 
1985 with assistance from community colleges.

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In addition to economic development funds allocated to the community colleges 
through tha ICCB, community colleges use funds from a variety of other sources 
to support economic development in their district. Table 3 shows that the 
|3,7 million economic development allocation was supplemented by nearly ^24 
million from the community colleges in the form of revenues from training and 
services, state grants, donations from priva,e business, and allocations from 
the regular community college budgets.

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The results suinmarized in these three tables show that the grants meet their 
intent of enabling community colleges to operate business centers/economic 
development offices to provide services to business and to conduct economic 
development activities. Further, the results show that such efforts 
contribute to the creation and retention of a significant number of jobs. 

The primary economic development grant activities conducted by community 
colleges and the resulting retention and creation of jobs are discussed in 
more detail below. 



Industrial Attraction^ Retention^ and Expansion , The availability of 
training and skilled workers is one of the primary reasons a company stays in 
a community or relocates. This is particularly true for companies that are 
incorp.^ rating new technologies. Recognizing this, community colleges are 
increasingly more involved in helping companies locate, remain, or expand in 
their district and work regularly with their local chamh<?rs of commerce, 
economic development comnissions , local governments, and the Illinois 
Department of Commerce and Community ^^fairs (DCCA) in this regard. 

Illinois community colleges are in a unique position to participate in or lead 
industrial retention, expansion, and attraction efforts because they serve as 
the providers of joo training as well as training and services to employers. 
Community colleges are experienced in working with both the public and private 
sectors, can serve as a neutral coordinating entity to bring all the parties 
of economic development together, and have the professional staff capacity to 
assist with extensive industrial development efforts at the local level. 

In addition to working directly with individual industrial firms on a case-by- 
case basis, most Illinois community colleges cooperate with chambers of 
commerce, local development organizations, local banks, DCCa, and the local 
governments in regional industrial retention projects designed to maintain and 
strengthen the existing industrial base. 

In fiscal year 1987, community college industrial retention, expansion, and 
attraction activities were conducted under economic development grants ^y 32 
of the 39 districts. These activities assisted in the start-up or expansion 
of 124 companies and the retention of 43 companies f creating 2#738 jobs an(? 
retaining 1,507 jobs. 



Customized Job Training ^ Thirty-eight community college districts were 
involved in piToviding customized job training for area business and industry 
under economic develc^ment grants. Customized training programs provide the 
business with exactly the kind of training the firm needs; whatever the 
subject matter, the college can design or broker ? training program to fit the 
bill. The schedule and duration of the training are totally up to the 
business. Most of the customized training is conducted on-site at the 
company's facilities, but training also can be conducted on campus or at any 
off-campus site. The instructors are specially chosen depending on the 
company's training needs. Most frequently, instructors are expert 
practitioners from the field who can provide training based on actual 
experience. 
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Such training is provided undej contract to train new employees and upgrade 
skills of existing employees in order to maintain or increase profitability. 
In many cases, training is provided in order to assist with a plant location 
or expansion in Illinois. Community colleges regularly assist businesses 
seeking funding for training through various :ate programs as well as through 
JTPA, but the vast majority of the training is paid for by the company itself. 

In fiscal year 1987, community colleges provided customized training through 
1^954 Courses for 1,395 companies, serving 37,227 employees. These efforts 
contributed to the start-up or expansion of 127 companies, creating 2,846 
jobs, and the retention of 94 companies, retaining 9,516 jobs. 



Entrepren eurshlp Training for Business Owners and Operators , in addition to 
providing training for company employees, Illinois community colleges also 
provide extensive training for business owners and operators. Workshops and 
seminars are held on a variety of topics of interest to small business, such 
as starting and operating a small business, business applications of 
computers, government financing programs, etc. These seminars and workshops 
frequently are cosponsored with the Small Business Administration, DCCA, or a 
local chamber of commerce. 

Community colleges also provide entrepreneurshlp instruction to thousands of 
businesses through regular courses. For ex?* >le, courses in small business 
administration, business law, business finance, accounting, personnel 
administration, and many others are available during evening hours at most 
community colleges. A number of community colleges also offer small business 
certificate and degree programs. 

During this fiscal year, 37 community college districts used economic 
development grants to conduct 1,600 <5ntreprenc2urship workshops and seminars 
attended by 29,889 existing and potential small business owners and 
operators. These efforts resulted in the start-up or Gxpansion of 160 
companies, creating 571 jobs, and the retention of 52 companies, retaining 183 
jobs. Thirty-eight districts used these funds to provide individualized small 
business counseling and management assistance to 9,452 persons. Such 
personalized services helped in the starr-up or expansion of 380 companies, 
creating 1,964 jobs, and the retention of 131 companies, retaining 1,375 
jobs. Entrepreneurshlp training and services therefore aided a total of 723 
companies and contributed to the creation and retention of 4,093 jobs. 



Contract Procur emgni: Assistance > Recognizing that government purchases 
represent a lucrative market for businesses, DCCA operates the Illinois 
Procurement Outreach Program to enlist the aid of community colleges statewide 
in providing procurement assistance to businesses. Rising levels of federal 
spending, especially for defense purposes, generate new opportunities for the 
creation and retention of jobs. This year alone the federal government will 
spend -approximately $150 billion for goods and services. Providing assistance 
to businesses seeking federal contracts can help firms secure more federal 
contracts and can, therefore, have a significant impact on the state's economy. 
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Currently, 27 community college districts use economic development grants to 
provide assistance to area business and industry n seeking state and federal 
contracts. Seme have incorporated introductory contract procurement 
assistance into their other services while others have implemented 
full-fledged programs, in fiscal year 1987, commanity college aistricts 
served 3 , 211 f i rms through services such as workshops , bidder list 
applications, bid preparations, and counseling. These services helped obtain 
$66,590,467 in contracts for Illinois businesses, resulting in the start-up or 
expansion of 19 companies and the retention of 23 companies, creating and 
retaining approximately 1,000 1obs, 



Small Bualneaa in cubators , A relatively new area for community colleges is 
small business incubators facilities that help new businesses get on their 
feet, generally by providing low rent; shared business services such as 
secretarial, telephone, copying, and accounting services; employee training; 
and management assistance. The role of the community college can range 
anywhere from providing the employee training and management assistance to 
helping organize and even operate the incubator. 

During this f j deal year, 14 community colleges were involved with small 
business incubators, including 13 that researched the feasibility of starting 
an incubator, eight that were involved in helping establish an incubator, 
seven that provided services to an existing incubator, and four that operated 
an incubator on campus. Such efforts assisted in the retention of two 
companies, retaining five jobs, and the start-up or expansion of 28 companies, 
creating 111 jobs. 



Miscellaneoua Activites, in addition to these prim^.y economic development 
activities, community colleges are involved in a variety of other activities. 
These activities include helping start or operate labor -ma nagcniert councils, 
providing statistical quality control training to business, operating advanced 
technology centers to provide the use of state-of-the-art equipment to 
businesses as well as students, cooperating with universities and federal 
laboratories with technology transfer, assisting with international business, 
or helping businesses imptove their productivity, just to name a few. 



Lmployros nty Training, and Job Search Services for Oneaployed or Underemployed 
Persona, in addition to being involved in economic development through 
services tc businesses, Illinois community colleges regularly provide training 
and job search services for persons seeking employment, A portion of ?uch 
activities is funded with economic development grant funds. Twenty-five 
community college districts used economic development grant funds in this 
manner, conducting 276 workshops attended by 4,825 persons, conducting 456 
courses attended by 6,616 persons, and providing counseling and placement 
assistance to 11,171 persons, 

Illinois community colleges als. are heavily involved in job training under 
the Job Training Partnership Act (JTPA), Through the various JTPA programs, 
community colleges are able to conduct a wide variety of training for 
economically disadvantaged individuals and dislocated workers to assist them

in obtaining skills for employment and to assist business anc industry in 
obtainirig skilled employees to allow them to expand or locate in Illinois. 
Illinois community colleges are involved in the JTPA administrative system as 
well, by serving on private indust:ry councils and Lhe state Job Training 
Coordinating Council, and administering^ five of the 26 SDAs and 14 of the 19 
dislocated worker centers in the state.
